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By  tlie  act  of  incorporation  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  a  self-perpetu¬ 
ating  body,  consisting  of  twenty-one  members,  empowered  by  the 
Charter  to  take  and  hold  for  themselves  and  their  successors  for  the 
use  and  objects  of  the  corporation  property  of  whatever  kind.  'I  he 
special  object  of  this  corporation  is  to  provide  facilities  for  the  instruc¬ 
tion  of  young  men  of  color  in  all  the  parts  of  collegiate  and  profes¬ 
sional  education.  For  the  promotion  of  this  object  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  do  ordain  the  following  laws,  designating  the  officers  of  the  Board, 
defining  their  duties  and  responsibilities,  and  appointing  the  agencies 
necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  object  of  the  corporation. 

CHAPTER  I. 

OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  President,  a  Secretary,  and  a 
Treasurer. 

2.  The  President  is  the  executive  officer  of  the  Board,  and  to  him  is 
committed  the  general  superintendence  of  the  interests  and  reputation 
of  the  University.  He  shall  have  power  to  convene  the  Board  at  his 
discretion,  and  at  the  request  in  writing  of  any  three  of  the  trustees,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  provided  that  a  notice 
in  writing  be  sent  to  all  the  trustees  at  least  ten  days  before  the  date 
fixed  for  such  meeting.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  meet- 

'  ing  called  for  a  specified  purpose,  except  that  stated  in  the  call. 

3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  full  and  fair  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Board.  He  shall  also  conduct  such  correspondence  as  the  Board 
may  direct.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  certify  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  any  action  of*  the 
Board  affecting  the  Theological  Department  of  the  ETniversity. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  from  all  agents  of  the  Board,  and  from 
all  contributors  to  the  Endowment  of  the  University,  all  moneys, 
bonds,  notes,  titles,  interests,  or  other  assets  intended  for  the  general 
purposes  or  permanent  Endowment  of  the  University,  except  when 
the  donors  may  make  other  and  special  provision.  He  shall  keep  them 
safe,  and  hold  them,  and  the  income  arising  from  them,  subject  to  the 
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order  of  the  Board.  He  shall  make  a  report  in  balance  sheet  to  the 
Board  at  the  annual  meeting  in  June,  which  report  shall  be  entered  on 
the  minutes  of  the  Board.  He  shall  embody  in  his  report  a  statement 
of  the  general  condition  of  the  real  estate  and  other  assets  of  the 
University.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  required  to  give  bonds  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  may  receive  a  stipulated  compen¬ 
sation. 

5.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  every  year  in  the  University 
buildings,  on  the  day  before  commencement,  at  8  o’clock,  p.  M.  Other 
meetings  may  be  held  on  adjournment. 

6.  If  the  President  of  the  Board  be  absent  from  any  meeting,  a  Presi¬ 
dent  pro  tern,  shall  be  chosen. 


COMMITTEES. 

7.  Four  members  of  the  Board  familiar  with  its  business  shall  be 
chosen  annually,  who,  with  the  President  of  the  Board,  shall  consti¬ 
tute  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lincoln 
University. 

8.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  regularly  once  a  month  in 
Oxford,  or  at  the  University,  to  transact  the  business  which  may  call 
for  their  attention,  and  at  other  times  on  the  call  of  the  President  of 
the  Board. 

9.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  carry  into  effect  the  decisions  of 
the  Board  in  the  most  efficient  and  economical  manner.  It  shall  be 
their  duty  to  improve  the  grounds  and  property  of  the  University,  and 
conduct  its  enlargement  according  to  the  jilans  approved  by  the  Board. 

10.  They  shall  possess  the  powers  of  a  building  committee  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  the  buildings  required  by  the  University,  unless  a 
special  building  committee  shall  be  appointed. 

11.  The  Treasurer  of  the  University  shall  put  at  their  disposal  such 
funds  as  may  be  available  for  the  purposes  committed  to  their  over¬ 
sight. 

12.  In  all  their  operations  they  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  of  the 
University.  They  shall  keep  full  minutes  of  all  their  proceedings  in  a 
book,  which  shall  be  laid  before  the  Board  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
June. 

13.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  Finance  Committee,  which 
shall  consist  of  six  members,  including  the  President  of  the  Board. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  examine  into  the  securi¬ 
ties  of  the  property  of  the  corporation.  They  may  receive  from  the  Trea¬ 
surer  or  from  other  sources  all  sums  of  money,  bonds,  or  assets  of  what¬ 
ever  kind  appertaining  to  the  Endowment  of  Scholarships,  Professor¬ 
ships,  or  Departments  of  Science,  Literature,  Theology,  Law,  or  Medi¬ 
cine,  and  to  make  permanent  and  secure  investment  of  the  same  ;  and 
neither  the  principle  nor  interest  arising  from  these  investments  shall 
be  diverted  from  the  object  set  forth  in  the  preamble  to  these  laws. 

15.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  agents 
for  the  collection  of  funds  for  the  purposes  of  the  University,  and  to 
hold  such  agents  to  a  strict  account  for  all  funds  subscribed  to  the 
University,  and  in  general  to  devise  means  for  the  carrying  into  effect 
the  financial  measures  approved  by  the  Board. 

COMMITTEES  ON  INSTRUCTION. 

16.  The  Board  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  in  .June,  appoint  commit¬ 
tees  on  each  of  the  Departments  of  Instruction  established  in  the 
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University.  To  these  committees  shall  be  referred  the  interests  of 
instruction  in  the  several  departments,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  faith¬ 
fully  to  inspect  the  condition  of  the  department  committed  to  them, 
and  to  report  in  writing  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  any 
suggestions,  plans,  or  changes  which,  in  their  judgment,  may  be  con¬ 
ducive  to  the  prosperity  of  the  department. 

17.  The  order  of  business  at  the  annual  meeting  in  June  shall  be: — 

1.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the  previous  annual  and  of  all  inter¬ 
vening  meetings. 

2.  Election  of  officers  and  members  of  the  Board. 

3.  Annual  reports,  and  reports  previously  ordered. 

4.  Appointment  of  committees. 

5.  Conferring  of  degrees.  - 

6.  Election  of  Professors  and  Tutors. 

7  General  Business. 

18.  Every  student  who  shall  have  attended  the  prescribed  course  of 
study  in  any  department,  o>'  who  shall  have  been  admitted  to  an 
advanced  standing  in  the  elas-es,  and  who,  on  final  examination,  shall 
have  been  approved  in  his  studies,  may  be  admitted  by  vote  of  the 
Board  to  an  appropriate  degree. 

19.  The  commencement  exercises  of  the  Collegiate  Department  in 
the  University  shall  take  place  on  the  third  Wednesday  in  June. 

20.  On  the  day  of  commencement  the  candidates  for  the  Degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  shall  perform  such  exercises  as  shall  be  assigned 
them,  and  no  candidate  refusing  to  perform  such  exercises  shall  receive 
a  diploma. 

21.  Every  Alumnus  of  the  Collegiate  Department  of  the  University 
who  shall  have  devoted  himself  to  literary  or  scientific  pursuits,  and 
who  shall  have  demeaned  himself  in  a  worthy  and  loyal  manner  lor 
three  years  after  his  graduation,  may  be  admitted  by  vote  of  the  Board 
to  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts. 


CHAPTER  II. 

OP  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

1.  The  President  of  the  University  shall  preside  over  the  delibera¬ 
tions  of  the  Faculty  in  General  Assembly,  and  of  the  Faculties  in  the 
several  departments  which  may  be  established  in  the  University,  ex¬ 
cept  that  should  any  Department  of  Instruction  be  located  at  a  distance 
from  the  University  Buildings,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  confer  on 
one  of  the  Professors  the  title  of  Provost  of  the  Faculty  of  that  Depart¬ 
ment,  with  authority  to  convene  the  Faculty  and  preside  over  its  meet¬ 
ings,  aud  in  the  absence  of  the  President  to  discharge  all  the  functions 
of  the  President. 

2.  He  shall,  at  the  opening  of  the  sessions  of  study,  meet  with  the 
Professors  designated  to  particular  parts  of  instruction  in  the  Depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Arts,  Theology,  Law,  and  Medicine,  and  lay  before  them 
such  matters  as  demand  their  attention,  and  carry  into  execution  their 
decisions.  He  may  convene  them  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary, 
and  shall  do  so  at  the  request  of  any  two  Professors.  He  shall  have 
the  right  to  vote  on  all  questions  that  come  before  the  several  Facul¬ 
ties,  and  also  of  giving  a  casting  vote  when,  without  this,  there  would 
be  a  tie. 
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3.  He  shall  preside  at  the  annual  commencements,  and  confer  upon 
the  students  and  other  persons  the  degrees  which  have  been  author¬ 
ized  according  to  the  Charter  of  the  Board. 

4.  He  shall  see  that  religious  exercises  are  held  with  the  students 
morning  and  evening,  and  that  public  worship  is  celebrated  with  them 
on  the  Lord’s  Day.  He  shall  also  give  the  students  a  course  of  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  Evidences,  Principles,  and  Duties  of  the  Christian  Religiion 

5.  He  may,  at  his  option,  be  present  at  the  recitation  of  any  class  in 
the  University. 

6.  In  case  of  the  resignation  of  the  President,  or  of  his  removal  by 
death,  or  of  his  ceasing  from  his  functions  from  any  cause,  the  Senior 
Professor  in  the  Theological  Department  shal!  discharge  his  duties  of 
Religious  Instruction  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed. 

In  the  like  events,  the  Senior  Professor  in  the  Theological  Department 
shall  convene  the  Faculty  of  the  University  in  General  Assembly,  and 
shall  preside  over  their  deliberations  until  a  Moderator  be  chosen.  The 
Faculty  thus  convened  shall  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot  a  Moderator, 
and  upon  the  Moderator  thus  elected  shall  devolve  the  general  duties 
of  the  President  not  otherwise  provided  for,  until  his  successor  shall 
be  appointed. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Senior  Professor  in  the  Theological 
Department  promptly  to  notify  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  any  action  taken  under  this  article. 

And  in  the  like  events,  each  Faculty  organized  according  to  the 
Charter  of  the  University  (except  in  departments  in  which  the  Board 
of  Trustees  may  have,  as  above  provided,  appointed  a  Provost,)  shall 
meet  as  soon  as  convenient,  and  choose  a  Moderator,  who  shall  preside 
over  all  meetings  for  business  arising  in  the  department  under  their 
control,  until  a  President  of  the  University  shall  be  appointed. 

7.  In  case  of  intended  temporary  absence  of  the  President,  he  may 
commit  the  general  duties  of  his  office  to  any  one  of  the  Professors  of 
the  University,  but  if  the  absence  is  to  be  protracted,  he  shall  appoint 
to  these  duties  a  Professor  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

8.  Should  the  President  be  absent  from  any  properly  called  Faculty 
meeting,  the  members  of  the  Faculty,  if  a  quorum  be  present,  may 
appoint  one  of  their  own  number  to  be  Moderator,  and  transact  busi¬ 
ness. 

9.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  President  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  shall  present  a  report  on  the  condition  of  the  University  in  all 
the  departments  of  instruction.  He  shall  present  the  records  of  the 
Faculty  of  the  University,  and  of  the  several  Faculties  as  organized  in 
the  University,  and  unless  a  vote  to  the  contrary  shall  be  passed,  all 
regulations  therein  established  and  recorded  shall  be  considered  as 
having  the  approbation  of  the  Board,  and  shall  continue  in  force  until 
properly  repealed. 

10.  He  shall  issue  annually  a  catalogue  of  the  University  containing 
the  names  of  the  Trustees  and  of  the  officers  of  the  Board,  and  of  the 
officers  of  Instruction  and  Government,  and  embodying  the  particulars 
concerning  the  admission  and  instruction  of  students  as  determined 
by  the  Trustees  and  by  the  various  Faculties  of  the  University. 

11.  He  shall  see  that  the  laws  of  the  University,  both  as  to  instruc¬ 
tion  and  government,  are  faithfully  executed. 

12.  He  shall  have  authority  to  exclude  or  expel  from  the  grounds  or 
buildings  of  the  University,  any  huckster,  peddler,  trader,  or  other 
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person  who,  under  pretence  of  his  business,  or  under  any  pretence, 
shall  divert  the  students  from  their  studies,  or  shall  introduce  books  or 
prints  injurious  to  the  morals  of  the  students,  or  shall  seek  to  gain  any 
improper  advantage  over  the  students. 


CHAPTER  III. 

OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

1.  The  Faculty  of  the  University  shall  consist  of  the  President  of  the 
University,  and  the  regularly  elected  Professors  in  all  the  departments 
of  instruction. 

2.  At  the  beginning  of  each  Academical  year,  on  the  call  of  the 
President,  all  the  Professors  shall  meet  in  general  assembly  for  the 
purpose  of  conference  and  discussion  respecting  the  general  interests 
of  instruction  and  government,  and  of  taking  the  necessary  measures 
to  promote  the  interests  committed  to  their  charge. 

3.  They  shall  elect  by  ballot  one  of  their  number  as  Secretary,  who 
shall  be  designated  in  the  annual  catalogue  as  Dean  of  the  University. 
The  Dean  of  the  University  shall  take  full  and  accurate  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Faculty,  and  write  them  in  a  book  of  records  provi¬ 
ded  for  this  purpose,  and  hold  them  subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Faculty  of  the  University  to  memo¬ 
rialize  the  Board  respecting  any  interests  of  the  University  committed 
to  their  oversight,  but  they  shall  not  have  authority  to  direct,  or  con¬ 
trol,  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  duties  and  responsibilities 
devolved  upon  the  President  of  the  University,  or  upon  any  one  of 
the  several  departments  of  instruction. 

5.  The  Faculty  shall,  at  the  beginning  of  each  Academical  year,  elect 
one  of  their  number  to  be  Librarian,  and  shall  enact  such  regulations 
for  the  management  of  the  Library  as  to  them  may  seem  expedient. 
No  person,  except  the  members  of  the  Faculty  and  the  students  of  the 
University,  shall  consult  the  Library  or  take  books  from  it  without 
special  permission  from  the  President.  Students  in  particular  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  University  shall  have  the  preference  in  the  use  of  books 
proper  y  belonging  to  such  departments. 

6.  The  Librarian  shall  report  annually  in  writing  to  the  Faculty  as 
to  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  Library,  and  the  proper  mode  of 
conducting  its  business. 

7.  The  Faculty  shall  appoint  one  of  their  own  number  to  inspect  the 
buildings,  and  in  case  any  repairs  are  needed,  to  report  the  same  to  the 
President.  In  all  cases  where  damage  has  occurred  to  the  buildings  by 
the  fault  of  a  student,  the  President  shall  cause  the  damage  to  be  re¬ 
paired  at  the  expense  of  the  student.  Whenever  the  immediate  repair 
of  any  damage  is  necessary,  the  President  shall  order  such  repair  to  be 
made,  but  this  clause  shall  not  be  interpreted  to  authorize  the  erection 
of  new  buildings,  nor  the  enlargement  of  those  already  erected. 

8.  The  Faculty  of  the  University  shall  have  the  general  charge  of 
the  system  of  boarding  in  the  University,  and  shall  make  such  regula¬ 
tions  in  reference  to  this  subject  as  to  them  may  seem  prudent,  provi¬ 
ded  that  they  shall  not  involve  the  Trustees  in  pecuniary  liabilities 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
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9.  In  case  of  any  general  combination  of  the  students  of  several 
departments  of  the  University  for  unlawful  purposes,  the  Faculty  of 
the  University,  in  general  assembly,  shall  have  power  to  inflict  disci¬ 
pline  upon  the  students  in  all  the  departments  of  instruction. 

10.  They  shall  elect  a  Treasurer,  w7hose  duty  it  shall  be  to  hold  and 
disburse  all  moneys  committed  to  him  for  the  support  of  students, 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  Faculty.  They  shall  require  an  annual 
report  from  the  Treasurer  in  balance  sheet,  and  shall  regularly  audit 
his  accounts. 

11.  Should  any  questions  arise  between  the  different  Faculties  of  the 
University,  they  may  be  considered  in  general  assembly,  and  if  a  solu¬ 
tion  appears  difficult  or  embarrassing,  they  may  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  or  Board  of  Trustees. 


CHAPTER  IV. 


OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS. 

1.  The  President  of  the  University,  together  with  the  Professors 
specially  designated  by  the  Board  to  the  work  of  instruction  in  the 
Collegiate  Department  of  the  University,  shall  constitute  the  Faculty 
of  Arts. 

2.  A  majority  of  the  acting  members  when  convened  according  to 
the  laws  of  the  University,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac¬ 
tion  of  business. 

3.  Every  matter  brought  before  the  Faculty  shall  be  decided  by  a 
vote. 

4.  1  he  Faculty  of  Arts  shall  keep  a  book  of  Records,  in  which  the 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  shall  enter  a  fair  statement  of  all  their  proceed¬ 
ings.  The  book  of  Records  shall,  at  all  times,  be  open  to  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall  be  laid  before  them  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  June.  No  act  passed  by  the  Faculty  which  is  not 
recorded  in  their  book  of  Records  shall  be  valid. 

5.  They  shall  examine  all  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Collegiate 
classes,  judge  of  their  qualifications,  and  assign  their  exercises. 

6.  They  are  empowered  to  preserve  order  among  the  Collegiate  stu¬ 
dents,  and  to  exercise  discipline  over  them.  For  this  purpose  they 
may  cite  any  student  before  them,  and  they  may  require  the  attend¬ 
ance  of  any  students  as  witnesses. 

7.  The  Faculty  of  Arts  is  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the 
execution  of  all  the  laws  of  the  University  relating  to  the  Collegiate 
Department,  and  for  the  faithful  instruction  of  the  students  admitted 

to  the  classes. 

8.  They  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  June,  respecting  the  progress  of  the  students  in  their  studies,  and 
shall  recommend  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  those  who  have 
completed  to  their  satisfaction  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

9.  At  the  beginning  of  each  session  there  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  for  the  purpose  of  assigning  to  each  instructor  his  part 
in  the  instruction  of  the  session ;  but  the  Professors,  severally,  shall 
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always  have  the  branches  of  science  which  they  profess  included  in 
their  parts  of  distribution 

The  Faculty  may  appoint  stated  times  for  meeting,  or  they  may 
meet  on  their  own  adjournment,  or  at  the  call  of  the  President. 

10.  They  shall  prepare  annually  for  publication  in  the  catalogue  of 
the  University  a  statement  of  the  names  of  the  professors  and  students, 
together  with  an  appendix  containing  the  collegiate  studies,  the  col¬ 
legiate  calendar,  and  the  sessional  and  yearly  expenses,  as  the  same 
shall  have  been  fixed  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  University. 


CHAPTER  V. 

OF  TUTORS. 

1.  For  the  more  efficient  instruction  of  the  collegiate  classes  the 
Board  may  at  its  discretion  appoint  Tutors,  who  may  meet  with  the 
Faculty  of  Arts,  and  take  part  in  the  deliberations,  but  shall  not  have 
a  vote  in  the  decision  of  questions. 

2.  The  duty  of  the  Tutors  shall  be  to  assist  the  Professors  in  teaching 
the  Sophomore  and  Freshman  classes,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties 
of  instruction  or  government  as  the  Faculty  may  direct. 

3.  To  the  Tutors,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  is  especially 
committed  the  preservation  of  order  and  decorum  in  the  University 

buildings. 

4.  The  Tutors  shall  visit  the  rooms  of  the  students  daily,  and  shall 
carefully  note  all  delinquents  that  they  may  be  dealt  with  as  the 
Faculty  may  direct. 

5'  The  Tutors  shall  attend  prayers  in  the  chapel,  and  shall  officiate 
as  the  President  may  direct,  they  shall  teach  a  Bible  class,  or  perform 
such  other  duties  on  the  Sabbath  as  may  be  assigned  them. 


CHAPTER  VI. 


OF  THE  NORMAL,  PREPARATORY  AND  BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT. 

1.  This  Department  is  established  in  the  University  to  afford  a  special 
and  more  appropriate  training  for  those  who  design  to  become  teachers 
in  public  or  voluntary  schools;  to  elevate  the  standard  of  admission 
into  the  Freshman  class  in  the  Collegiate  Department ;  and  to  provide 
facilities  for  those  who  desire  a  good  business  and  scientific  education. 

2.  The  ’Normal  Course  shall  as  nearly  as  possible  conform  to  the 
plans  adopted  in  the  approved  Normal  Schools  of  the  State  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

3.  The  Preparatory  course  of  instruction  shall  conform  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  annual  Catalogue  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class. 

4.  The  Business  Course  shall  include  the  subjects  usually  taught  in 
business  colleges. 

5.  The  instruction  in  this  department  shall  be  committed  to  the  over¬ 
sight  of  a  competent  person,  who  shall  have  the  title  of  Principal  of  the 
Normal,  Preparatory  and  Business  Department.  The  Principal  may 
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be  assisted  in  the  duties  of  instruction  by  such  graduates  of  the  Col¬ 
legiate  Department,  or  by  other  persons,  as  have  been  eminently  suc¬ 
cessful  in  special  subjects  of  study,  and  may  be  approved  by  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  for  this  distinction.  Such  instructors  shall  be  styled  in  the 
Annual  Catalogue  instructors  in  the  subjects  which  they  teach. 

6.  Applicants  for  admission  to  this  department  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  regulations,  so  far  as  applicable,  as  those  established  for  the  Col¬ 
legiate  Department. 

7.  The  Principal  of  this  department,  with  his  assistants,  shall  keep 
an  accurate  account  of  the  attendance  and  success  of  the  students  com¬ 
mitted  to  their  instruction,  and  at  the  end  of  each  session  shall  report 
to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  the  names  of  all  students  who  have  failed  to 
make  the  required  progress,  and  who  do  not  give  promise  of  success. 

8.  The  Principal  and  instructors  of  this  department  shall  have  power 
to  preserve  order  in  the  recitation  rooms  and  classes  committed  to  their 
care ;  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  respect  and  deference  which  is 
due  to  the  Professors  of  the  University.  But  they  shall  not  have  the 
right  to  administer  diciplme  outside  of  the  class  and  recitation  rooms. 
The  Principal  shall  report  all  m  sconduct  among  the  students  in  his 
department  to  the  President  of  the  University,  and  all  discipline  in 
their  case  shall  proceed  as  in  the  Collegiate  Department. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  THEOLOGY. 

1.  The  President  of  the  University,  together  with  the  Professors 
specially  designated  to  the  work  of  instruction  in  the  Theological 
Department,  shall  constitute  the  Faculty  of  Theology. 

2.  A  majority  of  the  acting  members  when  convened  according  to 
the  laws  of  the  University  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac¬ 
tion  of  business. 

3.  At  the  beginning  of  each  session  there  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the 
Faculty  of  Theology  lor  the  purpose  of  assigning  to  each  instructor  his 
part  in  the  instruction  of  the  session  ;  but  the  Professors,  severally, 
shall  always  have  the  branches  of  instruction  which  they  profess  in¬ 
cluded  in  their  parts  of  distribution. 

The  Faculty  may  appoint  stated  times  for  meeting,  or  they  may 
meet  on  their  own  adjournment,  or  at  the  call  of  the  President. 

4.  Every  matter  brought  before  the  Faculty  shall  be  decided  by  vote. 

o.  The  Faculty  of  Theology  shall  admit  all  students  to  the  Theologi¬ 
cal  Department,  judge  of  their  qualifications,  and  assign  their  exer¬ 
cises,  and  administer  all  needed  discipline. 

6.  They  shall  keep  a  Book  of  Records,  in  which  the  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  shall  enter  a  fair  statement  of  all  their  proceedings.  The 
records  shall,  at  all  times,  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  shall  be  laid  before  them  at  the  annual  meeting  in  June. 

7.  They  are  empowered  to  exercise  discipline  over  the  Theological 
students. 

8.  They  are  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  faithful 
instruction  of  the  students  admitted  to  the  classes. 
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9.  They  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  June,  respecting  the  progress  of  the  students  in  their  studies,  and 
shall  recommend  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Sacred  Theology  those 
who  have  completed,  to  their  satisfaction,  the  prescribed  course  of 
study. 

10.  They  shall  prepare  annually  for  publication  in  the  catalogue  of 
the  University  a  statement  of  the  names  of  the  Professors  and  instruc¬ 
tors  and  students  of  Theology,  together  with  an  appendix  containing 
the  course  of  studies,  the  Theological  Calendar,  and  the  sessional  and 
yearly  expenses  as  the  same  shall  have  been  fixed  in  record  once  with 
the  laws  of  the  University. 

11.  They  shall  also  prepare  annually  a  report  of  their  work  in  instruc¬ 
tion,  and  of  all  matters  of  interest  respecting  the  Theological  Depart¬ 
ment,  to  be  sent  by  the  President  of  the  University  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  LAW. 

1.  The  Faculty  of  Law  shall  consist  of  the  President  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity,  together  with  the  Professors  specially  designated  to  the  work 
of  instruction  in  the  Department  of  Law. 

2.  To  the  Faculty  of  Law  thus  constituted,  shall  be  committed  the 
oversight  of  instruction  in  the  Law'  Department,  the  admission  of  stu¬ 
dents,  the  assignment  of  exercises,  and  all  the  details  of  instruction 
and  government. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  Book  of  Records,  in  which  the  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  shall  record  a  fair  and  accurate  statement  of  all  their  transac¬ 
tions. 

4.  They  shall  prepare  annually  for  publication  in  the  catalogue  of  the 
University  a  statement  embracing  the  names  of  the  Professors  and 
instructors  and  students,  together  with  an  appendix  containing  the 
course  of  studies  of  the  law  students,  the  calendar,  and  the  expenses 
of  the  students. 

5.  They  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  June,  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  department  committed  to 
their  care,  and  the  progress  of  the  students,  and  shall  recommend  for 
the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  such  students  as  shall  have  completed, 
to  their  satisfaction,  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 


CHAPTER  IX. 

OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  MEDICINE. 

1.  The  Faculty  of  Medicine  shall  consist  of  the  President  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity,  together  with  the  Professors  specially  designated  to  the  work 
of  instruction  in  the  Medical  Department. 

2.  To  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  thus  constituted  shall  be  committed 
the  oversight  of  Medical  instruction,  the  admission  of  students,  the 
assignment  of  their  exercises,  and  all  the  details  of  our  instruction  and 
government. 
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3.  They  shall  keep  a  Book  of  Records,  in  which  the  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  shall  record  a  fair  and  accurate  statement  of  all  their  transac¬ 
tions. 

4.  They  shall  prepare  annually  for  publication  in  the  catalogue  of  the 
University  a  statement  embracing  the  names  of  the  Professors,  instruc¬ 
tors,  and  students,  together  with  au  appendix  containing  the  course  of 
Medical  studies,  the  Medical  Calendar,  and  the  sessional  and  yearly 
expenses  of  the  course,  as  the  same  shall  have  been  fixed  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  laws  of  the  University. 

5.  They  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  June,  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  department  committed  to  their 
care,  and  the  progress  of  the  students,  and  shall  recommend  for  the 
Degree  of  M.  D.  such  students  as  shall  have  completed,  to  their  satis¬ 
faction,  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

CHAPTER  X. 

OF  THE  PROFESSORS. 

1.  The  Professors  in  Lincoln  University  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
faithful  instruction  of  the  students  in  the  departments  of  study  which 
they  shall  severally  profess. 

2.  Each  Professor  shall  have  oversight  of  the  instruction  in  his  own 
subject  in  all  the  classes  of  the  department  to  which  he  belongs. 

3.  Each  Professor  shall  have  the  right  to  choose  his  own  text  books, 
but  no  text  book  obnoxious  to  the  Faculty  of  the  department  to  which 
he  belongs  shall  be  used  in  the  classes. 

4.  Each  Professor  shall  observe  the  times  for  instruction  assigned 
him  by  the  Faculty  to  which  he  belongs,  and  no  Professor  shall  have 
the  right  to  claim  the  attendance  of  any  class  except  under  this  regu¬ 
lation. 

5.  Every  Professor  shall  be  vigilant  over  the  interests  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity,  and  shall  allow  no  infraction  of  its  laws  to  come  under  his 
notice  without  immediate  rebuke,  and  to  the  extent  of  his  influence 
without  appropriate  punishment. 


CHAPTER  XI. 

OF  STUDENTS— ADMISSION. 

1.  Every  applicant  for  admission  to  any  of  the  classes  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  must  present  evidence  of  good  moral  character,  and  if  from 
any  Academy,  or  other  College  or  University,  a  certificate  of  honora¬ 
ble  dismission  from  its  President  or  Principal. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  into  any  department  of  the  University 
hut  by  a  vote  of  the  Faculty  of  that  department,  nor  unless  satisfactory 
provision  shall  have  been 'made  for  his  support.  All  University  bills 
are  due  at  the  beginning  of  each  session. 

3.  Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  the  Collegiate 
Department  shall  be  examined  in  all  the  common  branches  of  an  Eng¬ 
lish  education,  in  Algebra,  in  the  Latin  Reader,  and  in  the  Greek 
Grammar.  And  this  standard  for  admission  shall  be  raised  from  year 
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to  year  as  the  opportunities  afforded  in  the  Preparatory  Department 
may  justify. 

No  student  shall  be  admitted  to  an  advanced  standing  unless  he  be 
found,  on  examination,  able  to  profit  by  the  studies  of  the  class  for 
which  he  may  be  a  candidate. 

4.  No  person  not  a  graduate  of  this,  or  of  some  other  Collegiate  In¬ 
stitution,  shall  be  admitted  to  either  the  Law,  or  Medical,  or  Theologi¬ 
cal  Departments  as  a  candidate  for  a  degree  in  course  except  on  special 
and  satisfactory  examination  on  the  studies  of  the  College  course  ;  but 
others  may  be  admitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  respective  Faculties  to 
particular  classes,  or  special  courses  of  instruction,  upon  complying 
with  such  conditions  as  may  be  determined  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  of  the  University;  and  such  students  shall,  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Faculty,  receive  from  the  President  of  the  University  a  certifi¬ 
cate  in  evidence  of  their  attendance  on  instruction,  and  of  the  time 
spent  in  study. 

5.  No  student  shall  be  admitted  into'  the  Collegiate  Department  to  a 
more  advanced  standing  than  the  beginning  of  the  Senior  year. 

6.  The  President  shall  keep  a  Matriculation  Book,  in  which  every 
student,  on  his  admission  to  the  Collegiate  Department,  shall  subscribe 
his  name  and  address,  and  also  the  name  and  address  of  his  parent  or 
guardian.  This  subscription  shall  also  be  a  pledge  of  obedience  to  all 
the  laws  of  the  University. 

7.  To  prevent  excuses  arising  from  ignorance  of  the  laws  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity,  every  student  shall  receive  a  printed  copy  of  the  laws  at  his 
admission,  for  which  he  shad  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents,  to 
defray  the  expense  of  publication. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

OP  STUDY. 

1.  Every  student  shall  diligently  apply  himself  to  such  studies  as 
shall  be  prescribed  to  him  according  to  the  laws  of  the  University,  and 
shall  be  careful  not  to  be  absent  from  any  recitation  of  his  class. 

2.  For  the  information  of  the  students,  the  times  and  places  of  in¬ 
struction,  as  fixed  by  the  respective  Faculties  shall  be  published  by 
the  l)ean  of  each  Faculty,  in  writing,  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
University. 

3.  When  a  student  is  absent  from  recitation,  without  the  express 
permission  of  the  instructor,  he  shall  assign  the  reason  for  his  absence, 
at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  determined  by  the  officers  of  instruction 
in  the  department  to  which  he  belongs.  If  his  absences  are  numerous 
and  without  sufficient  excuse,,  he  shall  be  subjected  to  such  punishment 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

4.  The  hours  of  study  shall  be  from  the  time  of  morning  prayers  till 
twelve  in  the  forenoon,  from  two  till  five  in  the  afternoon,  and  from 
the  ringing  of  the  evening  bell  till  half  past  nine  o’clock.  During 
these  hours  every  student  shall  keep  his  room,  unless  called  from  it  to 
recite,  or  by  some  urgent  necessity,  of  which  he  shall,  on  inquiry,  give 
account  to  any  Professor  of  the  University  who  may  observe  his  absence. 

G.  At  the  close  of  each  session  of  study,  every  class  shall  be  strictly 
examined  on  all  the  studies  of  that  session,  and  at  the  close  of  each 
year  on  the  studies  of  that  year.  These  examinations  shall  be  public 
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so  far  as  to  admit  the  Trustees  and  all  such  persons  as  the  Professors  or 
Trustees  may  invite. 

6.  Those  who,  on  examination,  shall  appear  to  the  Professors  having 
the  oversight  of  any  department  of  instruction  to  be  deficient  in  their 
studies,  shall  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
deficiency.  They  may  be  put  into  a  lower  class,  or  put  on  probation 
till  they  shall  have  made  up  the  deficiency,  or  be  reproved  privately  or 
in  the  presence  of  the  class  by  the  President  of  the  University. 

7.  Competition  by  the  students  in  the  various  departments  of  study 
may  be  appointed  by  the  several  Faculties,  subject  to  such  regulations 
as  they  may  judge  expedient. 

8.  In  awarding  all  literary  honors  and  distinctions,  a  regard  shall  be 
had  to  the  moral  character  and  orderly  behavior  of  the  candidates  for 
such  distinction. 

9.  The  examination  for  degrees  shall  be  on  all  the  studies  of  the 
course  for  which  such  degree  is  sought. 


CHAPTER  XI rr. 

PUBLIC  SPEAKING. 

1.  For  the  improvement  of  the  students  in  public  speaking,  several 
orations  shall  be  pronounced  every  week  in  each  college  class,  as  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  may  direct.  The  students  shall  take  part  in  these 
exercises  in  rotation  ;  nor  shall  any  student  be  exempted  from  this  duty, 
except  on  account  of  natural  impediments,  or  other  disqualification, 
of  which  the  Faculty  finally,  or  the  President  on  any  special  occasion, 
may  judge. 

2.  The  members  of  the  senior  class  shall  be  excused  from  the  above 
exercises,  and  in  the  place  of  them  shall  each  pronounce,  at  stated 
times,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Faculty,  an  oration  of  their  own  compo¬ 
sition. 

3.  From  four  to  eight  members  of  the  junior  class  may,  at  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Faculty,  be  appointed  to  deliver  orations  of  their  own  com¬ 
position  during  the  junior  year  ;  and  if  it  be  thought  proper,  prizes  may 
be  given  to  the  best  speakers. 

4.  The  Faculties  of  Theology,  Law  and  Medicine  may  at  their  dis¬ 
cretion  assign  exercises  of  public  speaking  to  the  students  under  their 
care. 

5.  On  the  day  of  commencement,  the  candidates  for  degrees  shall 
perform  such  exercises  as  shall  be  appointed  them,  and  no  candidate 
shall  fail  to  perform  the  exercises  assigned  him,  under  penalty  of  being 
refused  his  diploma. 

6.  Nothing  indecent,  profane  or  immoral,  shall  at  any  time  be  de¬ 
livered  on  the  platform  of  the  University,  under  such  penalty  as  the 
Trustees,  or  several  Faculties,  shall  judge  proper.  And  with  a  view  to 
preserve  all  the  public  exercises  of  the  students  from  improprieties  of 
every  kind,  every  student  assigned  to  such  exercises  shall,  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  delivery,  show  to  the  President  the  whole  of  what  he 
proposes  to  speak,  and  shall  not  fail  to  observe  all  corrections  made  of 
his  performances;  and  if  any  student  pronounce  anything  in  public  of 
a  censurable  nature,  contrary  to  these  corrections,  the  President  is  re¬ 
quired  to  stop  him  on  the  public  stage,  and  he  shall  be  otherwise  cen¬ 
sured,  as  the  Trustees  or  several  Faculties  shall  determine. 
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CHAPTER  XIV. 

OP  RELIGIOUS  WORSHIP. 

1.  Every  student  in  each  of  the  departments  shall  attend  worship  in 
the  chapel  of  the  University  (or  elsewhere,  as  directed  by  the  Faculty 
in  charge)  at  the  hours  appointed,  and  shall  behave  with  gravity  and 
reverence,  during  the  whole  service. 

2.  Every  student  shall  attend  public  worship  on  the  Sabbath  day,  at 
such  times  as  shall  be  directed,  and  shall  be  careful  to  maintain  a 
reverential  deportment.  The  sanctification  of  the  whole  of  the  Lord’s 
Day  is  indispensable  to  every  student,  and  all  practices  inconsistent 
therewith  are  prohibited. 

3.  Besides  the  public  exercises  of  religious  worship  on  the  Sabbath, 
other  exercises  for  their  religious  instruction  suited  to  the  standing  of 
the  students  may  be  assigned  to  each  class.  These  exercises  shall  be 
assigned  by  the  President,  and  conducted  by  the  Professors  of  the 
University  agreeably  to  any  arrangement  which  they  may  make  for 
that  purpose,  and  no  student  belonging  to  any  class  shall  neglect  them. 

CHAPTER  XV. 

ON  MORAL  CONDUCT. 

1.  No  student  shall  possess  or  exhibit  any  indecent  picture,  nor  pur¬ 
chase  or  read  in  the  University  any  obscene  or  impious  books;  and  if 
any  student,  wnile  connected  with  the  University,  shall  be  convicted 
thereof,  or  of  profanity,  drunkenness,  uncleanness,  theft,  lying,  playing 
at  unlawful  games,  (such  as  cards,  dice,  faro,)  or  of  other  gi  oss  immorali¬ 
ties  or  impieties,  he  shall  be  punished  according  to  the  nature  and 
heinousness  of  his  offence  by  admonition,  public  reprehension,  dismis¬ 
sion,  or  expulsion  from  the  University. 

2.  No  student  shall  quarrel  with,  insult  or  abuse  a  fellow  student,  or 
any  person  whatever.  Any  student  offending  against  this  regulation 
shall  be  punished  according  to  the  nature  of  his  offence  by  the  proper 
guardians  of  discipline  and  government  in  the  University.  Any 
student  of  a  quarrelsome  disposition,  or  whose  general  influence  is 
against  good  order  and  decorum  in  the  University,  may  be  dismissed 
by  the  Faculty  of  the  department  to  which  he  belongs,  without  the 
formality  of  a  trial,  or  the  commission  of  any  particular  offence. 

3.  No  student  shall  bring,  or  cause  to  be  brought  into  the  buildings 
of  the  University,  or  on  any  occasion  keep  in  his  room  any  distilled  or 
fermented  liquors,  without  permission  from  the  President. 

4.  No  student  in  the  University  shall  go  to  a  tavern,  eating-house,  or 
any  place  of  such  kind  during  the  sessions  of  study  in  the  University, 
without  permission  from  the  President,  or  from  some  Professor  of  tlie 
University;  and  the  purpose  for  which  any  student  shall  desire  to  go  to 
any  of  these  places  shall  be  by  him  specified  to  the  President  or  Pro¬ 
fessor  from  whom  he  shall  ask  permission  ;  and  the  permission  obtained 
shall  be  granted  aud  used  for  that  purpose  only;  nor  shall  the  time  of 
continuance  at  such  places  be  greater  than  that  for  which  permission 
shall  have  been  given. 

5.  No  student  shall  on  any  occasion  keep  company  with  persons  of 
bad  character,  under  penalty  of  dismission. 

6.  It  is  required  of  the  students  of  the  University  to  treat  all  persons 
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with  whom  they  have  intercourse  with  decency,  modesty,  and  respect; 
but  especially  to  observe  a  respectful  deportment  towards  the  officers 
of  instruction  and  government  in  the  University.  And  if  any  student 
shall,  either  in  speech  or  deportment  manifest  disrespect  towards  any 
of  them,  he  shall  be  liable  to  reproof  or  dismission,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Faculty  having  jurisdiction  in  the  case. 

7.  If  any  student  shall  refuse  to  appear  personally  before  the  Presi 
dent  or  any  Faculty  of  the  University  when  required  to  do  so,  he  shall 
be  dealt  with  for  contempt  of  authority. 

3.  Any  student  who  may  be  required  so  to  do,  shall  open  the  door  of 
his  room  or  study  to  the  President  or  any  Professor  of  the  University, 
and  if  he  refuse  the  door  may  be  immediately  broken  open,  and  the 
expense  of  repairing  it  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  student,  who  shall,  in 
addition,  be  punished  for  contempt  of  authority. 

9.  If  any  students  remain  in  the  University  buildings,  or  near  the 
University  during  a  vacation,  they  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  laws  of 
the  University  respecting  decent  and  orderly  conduct,  and  shall  be 
under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Professors  who  may  remain 
at  the  University. 


CHAPTER  XVI. 

MISCELLANEOUS  REGULATIONS. 

1.  It  is  recommended  to  the  students  to  be  plain  in  their  dress,  but  it 
is  required  of  them  always  to  appear  neat  and  cleanly,  and  if  any  stu¬ 
dent  shall  be  grossly  negligent  in  this  respect,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  President  to  admonish  him  for  it,  and  to  see  that  he  preserves  a 
decent  appearance. 

2.  Every  student  shall  keep  his  room  in  a  clean  and  orderly  manner. 

3.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  chew  or  smoke  tobacco  in  the  reci¬ 
tation  rooms,  public  halls,  or  chapel  of  the  University,  or  to  spit  on  the 
floors, stairs,  or  walls  of  the  University;  or  to  scribble,  or  write  on,  or 
in  any  way  mark  or  deface  the  walls,  windows,  or  doors  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity. 

4.  No  student  shall  keep  in  his  room  any  dangerous  weapon,  such  as 
dirks,  bowie  knives,  swords,  pistols,  or  guns,  without  express  permis¬ 
sion  from  the  President. 

5.  No  shouting,  loud  talking,  whistling,  jumping,  dancing,  or  any 
other  boisterous  noise  shall  be  permitted  in  the  entries  or  rooms,  or  on 
the  porches  of  the  University  at  any  time. 

6.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  disturb  or  attempt  any  imposition 
on  his  fellow-students  in  any  manner  whatever,  and  every  student 
shall  be  required  to  preserve  order  and  decorum  in  his  own  room, 
and  shall  be  responsible  for  all  disorder  therein,  unless  he  shall  give 
information  to  the  President  of  the  person  or  persons  creating  the  dis¬ 
turbance. 

7.  All  unauthorized  gatherings  of  the  students  in  mass,  and  all  disor¬ 
derly  gatherings  on  the  University  grounds  or  elsewhere,  are  strictly 
forbidden,  and  upon  every  occasion  of  open  disorder  each  student  is 
required  to  repair  to  his  room,  and  to  remain  in  it  during  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  disorder.  Any  disregard  of  this  rule  shall  be  punished  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Faculty  having  jurisdiction  over  the  student. 
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8.  If  any  combination  of  the  students  by  classes  or  by  spontaneous 
arrangement  shall  at  any  time  take  place,  either  for  resisting  the 
authority  of  the  University,  interfering  in  its  government,  or  for  con¬ 
cealing  or  executing  any  evil  or  disorderly  design,  every  student  con¬ 
cerned  in  such  combination  shall  be  considered  guilty  of  the  offence 
which  was  intended  ;  and  the  Faculty  of  the  University  is  empowered 
and  directed  to  break  up  all  such  combinations  as  soon  as  discovered, 
and  to  inflict  severer  punishment  on  each  individual  than  if  the  offence 
intended  had  been  committed  in  his  individual  capacity,  whatever  be 
the  number  concerned,  or  whatever  be  the  consequences  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity. 

9.  No  meeting  of  the  students  of  the  University  shall  be  called  with¬ 
out  the  permission  of  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  of  the  Professor 
acting  in  his  place  ;  and  no  meeting  of  any  class  in  the  University  shall 
be  called  without  the  permission  of  a  Professor  in  the  University,  or 
instructor  of  the  class,  and  in  all  cases  the  request  to  call  such  a  meet¬ 
ing  shall  be  in  writing,  specifying  the  object  of  the  meeting,  signed 
by  the  persons  making  the  request.  The  students  signing  such  request 
shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  good  order  and  doings  of  the  class,  or 
of  all  the  students,  at  such  meeting. 

10.  As  it  may  sometimes  happen  that  a  student  may  become  an  un¬ 
worthy,  corrupting  and  dangerous  member  of  the  University,  by  reason 
of  any  excess  of  any  kind,  and  yet  it  may  not  be  practicable  to  establish 
his  criminality  by  any  formal  or  specific  proof;  it  shall  in  such  cases 
be  the  duty  of  the  Faculty  of  the  department  to  which  he  belongs,  first 
to  warn  and  admonish  the  unworthy  student,  and  if  reformation  do 
not  take  place,  then  unless  the  urgency  of  the  case  shall  forbid  delay, 
the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  student  shall  be  requested  to  remove  him, 
and  if  he  shall  not  be  removed  without  unnecessary  delay,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Faculty  to  remove  him  in  such  manner  as  they  shall 
judge  that  equity  and  the  good  of  the  University  require. 

11.  No  student  dismissed  or  expelled  from  the  University  shall  be 
permitted  to  come  on  the  grounds,  or  enter  the  buildings  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity,  without  express  permission  from  the  President;  nor  shall  the 
other  students  of  the  University  visit  or  associate  with  a  dismissed  or 
expelled  student,  without  the  President’s  permission. 

12.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  employ  a  servant  in  the  University 
except  that  with  the  approbation  of  the  Faculty  of  the  University  the 
students  associated  in  boarding  clubs  may  employ  cooks  and  waiters 
at  a  reasonable  compensation  ;  but  no  cook  or  waiter  shall  be  employed 
who  is  obnoxious  to  the  President  or  to  the  Faculty. 

13.  No  woman  shall  be  allowed  on  any  pretence  to  enter  the  build¬ 
ings  occupied  by  the  students  as  dormitories,  unless  permitted  by  the 
President;  but  on  occasions  of  public  speakiug  in  the  recitation  rooms, 
or  of  religious  worship  conducted  by  any  of  the  Professors,  any  per¬ 
sons  may  be  admitted  by  the  Professors.  Strangers,  also,  or  citizens  of 
the  neighborhood,  accompanied  by  one  of  the  Professors  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity,  or  some  person  appointed  by  a  Professor,  may  be  permittdd  to 
visit  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  University. 

14.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  disguise  himself  in  any  way  what¬ 
ever  under  penalty  of  such  censure  as  the  authorities  of  the  University 
may  see  cause  to  inflict. 

15.  If  any  student  or  students  shall  steal,  destroy,  or  trespass  on  the 
property  of  the  University,  of  a  fellow  student,  or  of  any  citizen  ad¬ 
jacent  to  the  University  or  elsewhere,  the  autnorities  of  the  University,

shall  inflict  on  him  exemplary  punishment.  Any  combination  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  execution  of  the  civil  laws  shall  be  severely  punished. 

16.  No  student  shall,  without  permission  from  the  President  or  from 
a  Professor  of  the  University,  go  to  a  greater  distance  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  grounds  than  two  miles  during  the  sessions  of  study. 

17.  The  students  are  required  to  lodge  in  the  buildings  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity,  unless  they  have  special  permission  from  the  President. 

18.  The  rooms  designed  for  the  students  shall  be  assigned  to  them  by 
the  President. 

19.  No  student  shall  remove  from  one  room  to  another  without  per¬ 
mission. 

20.  No  student  shall  occupy  a  room  in  the  University  buildings 
during  vacation  without  special  permission  from  the  President. 

21.  The  students  are  subject  to  all  the  laws  of  the  University  after 
the  classes  to  which  they  belong  are  dismissed  at  the  close  of  each 
session,  till  they  take  their  departure  from  the  University.  And  if  any 
student,  in  such  interval,  shall  violate  any  law  of  the  University,  he 
shall  be  considered  as  committing  the  same  offence,  and  shall  incur  the 
same  penalty  as  if  he  had  committed  the  act  before  the  dismission  of 
his  class. 

.22.  If  any  student  shall  refuse  to  remove  out  of  the  University  build¬ 
ings  on  being  dismissed  by  the  Faculty  having  jurisdiction,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  is  authorized  to  cause  him  to  be  immediately  removed,  and,  if 
necessary,  to  call  in  aid  the  civil  authority,  and  such  student  shall 
never  afterwards  be  re-admitted  to  the  University. 

28.  Whereas  cases  may  arise  not  expressly  provided  for,  the  officers 
of  instruction  and  government  are  fully  authorized  to  adopt  such  addi¬ 
tional  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  these  laws,  as  in  their  judg¬ 
ment  are  necessary  for  the  good  order  of  the  University,  and  all  such 
regulations  when  announced  shall  be  as  promptly  obeyed  by  the  stu¬ 
dents  as  the  printed  laws.
